“Caplain,”’ eaid he, **I see that most
of your country's warships are [fast
cruisers. What do you call them? Ah,
crmmerce destrovers, do yoa not?"

“Yes, Emperor,”” enid the American,

“We've been watching you on this
gide,” the emperor went on, ““and we
have cowe to & conclusion that these
ships are bailt for a war with England.
What other nation has commerce to de-
stroy 7"’

There was silence alter this, for our
ecaptain had said more than he intended
to.

Grand Donke Alexie, who is a fall Rus-
gian admiral and head of the Rusrian
navy, was also a frequent visitor to the
Americans at Kiel. One day while
watching the Columbia, the grand duke
said Lo the captain:

“I'm glad vou Americans are rebuild-
ing your fleet. Do yvon know what most
impressed me when I visited your
eountry? The first thing was your won-
derful natoral wealth, and, second, the
absolutely inandequate means at your
dieposai for national defense. I have
heard the project of eapturing one or two
of your great cities aad holding for ran-
som deliberately discnssed by officers of
the Eoropean fleete, whose countries
have hard work tp make ends meet, and
they meant it, too, bat they were told
that Ruossia and the United States are
friends.”

THREE FOUND DEAD.

Two Storles

Murder Probablp Committed

Near Brownsaville.

BrowxsviLLe, Or., Nov. 19. — Thie
afternoon about 4 o'clock, at 8. R. Tem-
pleton farm, three miles east of Browns-
ville, John Montgomery, his wife and
D. B. McKercher were foond dead,
having been murdered by unknown per-
EONS.

Montgomery wae found lving on his
back in the front vard, near a picket
fence abont 20 feet from the house, with
the top of his head blown off. McKer-
cher was fourd in the sitting-room lying
on his face, with a shot in the left side
of the head, pagt of the gkull gone, and
with Moutgomery’s rifle across his legs,
where it had eyvidently been placed.
Mrs. Montgomery was found in the din-
ing-roem, lying on her face, shot in the
back. All bad evidently been killed
while fleeing from the murderer or
murderers.

No cacse for the deed is known. Ex-
citement here is intense. No one but
the murdered people were known to be
on the premises at the time the tragedy
was committed. The coroner has been
notified, but no evinence has vet been
taken.

[MOTORMAN’S STORY

His Testimony Before the
Coroner’s Jury.

IIN THE CENTRAL VIADUCT HORROR

He Saw no Hed Lights Over the Closed
Gates—Other Witnesses Did,
However.

CreveLAxD, Nov. 20.—At the coroner's

{ inquest in the Central viaduct horror to-

day, Aogugtine Rogers, the motorman
of the iil-fated cur which plunged into
the river, testified that the conductor
ran ahead when the car stopped at the
safety switch, and gignalled “*All right.”
He stated the glass in the vestibnle was
blarrad by rain and he did not discover
the bridge was open until the car was
within about 30 feet of the gates. He
then turned off the current, set the
brake and jumped. He testified that he
saw no red light and believed had there
been one displayed he wonld have seen
it. He admitted he had been misled by
the fact that the electric catoff, provided
by the street railway company as a safe-
guard, was out of order.

Two other witnesses examined today
ewore the red light was displayed over
the gates when the car struck them.

| A Bit of Reminiscence About Things in
dhe Dalles of Long Ago.

Mg. Epitor:—Will you allow an old
resideant to correct a statement in Satar-
day’s CurosicLe? Referring to the
current lecture course In our town, yon
say this is the first coorse of the kind
ever given in Tue Dalles. Ever iz a very
long word. In 1864 there' was a course
given in the Methodist church, one of
which was by yoor father, Mr. Editor.
H:s topic was “The Last of the Eeccle-
siastical Chancellors, Cardinal Wolsey.”
In 1868 there was another course given
in the old Congregational chureh, one of
which agsin was by Judge Wilson on
the “Water Sopply of Jerusalem,” a
sobject which he studied profoundly.
Another one of the course was given by
Dr. Wythe, the microsophist. His sub-
ject wae *A Drop of Water.” Dr.
Wythe had publiched a volume of his
microscopic investigations and was
thoroughly fall of his subject. Another
lectare of that course was given by Dr.

A. L. Lindsley of Portland, on *“‘The
Eoglish Langoage.” This topic was
snggested by a'recent trip of the lecturer
from Boston to Portland by way of San
Francisco, during which he never heard
anything epoken bat our own president’s
English, a thing that could not happen
in any other part of the globe. A trip|
of the same length on the eastern side of
the world would perhaps necessitate the
use of torty langnages, wholly uninter-
changeable. He augured from this, a
great futnre for onr noble language.

Begides these two courses there was a
course in aid of the sanitary cornmission,
during which Capt. J. M. Keeler gave
an account of the battle of Chanecellors-
ville, of which he had been =a pari.
Judge Deady gave more than one lecture
here, one of which was his *““Trial by
Jury," of the other, this chronicler has
forgotten the subject. This last was one
of a course given in 1864, Hon. W, Lair
Hill, now of Californis, was oue of the
many who have entertained and in-
structed our citizens.

He happily, is
vet where his work is of daily interest
and instruction to the studentsof the
State University.

The amdiences arevery largely changed.
I cannot recall to mind ever seeing the
iace of the editor of Tune CrroxicLe
among those of 1864, or even later. Bat
I would like to huve it known that our
citizens of that time were not wholly
given over to cardg and dancing. Some
of them knew they had heads as well as
heels. Remember, ‘““there were kings
before Agamemnon,” N.

TURKISH SITUATION U.\’ll\lPRO\"ED;

Bahri Pasha Is Once Mors the Distarh-
ing Element—He Is Opposed
By the Fowers.

Coxsraxtixorre, Nov. 21. — (Copy-
righted, 1895, Ly Assoviated Press.)—
Matters political do not look as bright
today as yvesterday. Once wmore Bahri
Pasha is the disturting element. This
notorious officisl made himself so con-
gpicnons by his cruelty to the Armen-
ians and the mal-administration of his
district when governor of Van that the
British ambassador insisted upon his |
removal. Alter considerable correspon-
dence, plain evidence of the pashu's un-
fitness for his poeition having been [ur-
nished the sultan, the latter removed
the pasha. Bahri, however, brought the |
strongest influence to bear upon Abdul |
Hamid, protested his innocence, claimed
that his removal was brought about b_\']
intrigunes of the Armeniane, and event-
ually was npot only forgiven, but decor-
ated with the Order of Osmanien and
complimented upon his efforts to eup-
press the disorder,

Soon atter 1t was rumored that Bahri
Paslia was to be appointed to the cowm-
maad of & large force of Turkish troops
being concentrated at Marash for a
movement upon Zeitoun, which is held
by the Armenians, who captured the

Turkish garrison, consisting of sbout 400
men. This report raised such a storm of
indignation in diplomatie and other cir-
cles here that the plan was abandoned.
Now, however, Balri Pasha bhns bLeen
appointed military commander of the
Aleppo diswict. The bad impression
this has produced can hardly be exag-
gerated, for the diplomuts feel that it
will be almost impossible to prevent Lis
pursning the eamne tactics at Aleppo as
he did at Van,

Representatives of the powers held a
meeting to discuss the mutter from all
standpointe, and joined in a note to the
Turkish government saying they cannot
answer for the consequences which
might eénsue shonld the Armenians be
mausgsacred at Zeitoun alter surrendering,
which the Aripenian palriarch, at the
instance of the representatives of the
powers, is endeavoring to bring about in
ocder to prevent further bloodshed.

A dispateh from Aleppo says the great-
est alarms prevails there.

Hurried and frequent councils of min-
isters are being held at the palace, and
eome plain Innguage is eaid to have been
used by the ®ultan, Thut the sweeping
out of the present cabinet is contempl-
ated nobody doubte.
